Editorial Correspondence. 

. The great valley and mountain re- 
gion east of Stockton exhibits ina re- 
-markable manner the almost radical 
changes which have taken place in the. 
features of our California population. 
The once densely inhabited portion of 
mountains, sustained by the rich placer 
mines, are now at least five-fold deplet- 
ed. Large towns have been utterly de- 
-gerted and the buildings gradually re- 
‘moved. Cities’ of from four to: eight 
thousand people, and beautified with all 
that exhibits taéte and civilization, have 
become reduced to small parts of the 
old limits, perhaps 4 single street or 50 
of business; while other portions ‘may 
be entirely removed and the surface up- 
turned as the last. place of successful 
mining. Around. in the suburbs will 
remain many deserted houses, going 
to decay, with remnants of once 
good fences, and orchards, and gar- 
dens. Also, the mountain regions, in 
the vicinity of the mines, once for miles 
away inclosed as pasturage, hay and 
grain fields for the miners are extensive- 
ly deserted, and dilapidation is the order 
of the day. Old pickets and boards are 
off, and and their place supplied by 
brush to fill the gap, or fragments of 
boards of every shape'and length from 
the old sluice boxes are nailed carelessly 
on for the present, while perhaps two- 
thirds of the farm in some 4 gong are 
left in utter ruin. 

Of those towns which retain a portion 
of their ancient population and are on 
many accounts even yet really desirable 
regions for homes, with privileges al- 
ways of schools and generally of reli- 
gious worship, are Jamestown, Sonora, 
Columbia, Murphys, Angels Camp, 
Copperopolis, San Andreas, Mokelumne 
Hill, Jackson, Sutter and Amador. 

_. But now, descending from the moun- 
tains into the lower foot hills and val- 
leys, the change is directly the opposite 
and more marked than the other. Here 
properly the whole country is under 
claim and improved. Lands, which, as 
red and pebbly soil, in gently rolling 
hills, were once supposed valueless, are 
fould to yield large and sure crops, more 
sure than lands formerly more prized. 
All that is wanted is good cultivation 
and early sowing, if possible even be- 
fore the fall rains. It is still better if 
summer fallowing can be carried out ; 
and the yield in wheat or barley sur-. 
passes the common yield in Ohio and 
New York state. Thenthe whole labor | 
_in connection with these crops is much 
less severe than in Ohio. Next, below 
the red soil regions are the wide, fine, 
plains of the’ great valléy with a of 
richest sandy loam or black clay. The 
first, or sandy portion can be worked in 
almost any state of weather, yet better 
in somé than ‘others, while the second

_All through erent re- 
gions for hundredof miles quite rapid 
changes for the better are taking place, 
and the permanent settlement of the, 


christian population as in comparison 
with earlier times in the old mining re- 
gions. Small farms, good fences, fair 
roads, pleasant houses, capacious barns, 
with large orchards, excellent gardens, 
and ornamental yards of evergreens and 
other tasteful varieties of shades, are 
everywhere seen in greater or fless per- 
fection. Also, the various pnblic insti- 
tutions of a civilized people, as school 
houses, churches, halls, and buildings of 
a reformatory character for temperance, 
and other good objects are being ‘more 
and more generally found. More and 
more are the immense agricultural re- 
gions of California developing as in the 
whole Union the most easily cultivated, 
the richest in productiveness, the most 
varied and certain in fruits, the health- 
iest in climate, the most susceptible to 
modification to please the taste, and 
most admirably arranged to supply eve- 
ry want of a civilized people in agricul- 
ture, manufactures, or even commerce. 
The small portion of this great, rich 
valley, lately visited, was the region of 
Atlanta, Farmington, Linden, Waterloo, 
Woodbridge, Lodi, Lockeford, and Ione 
Valley. In each of these places except 


| one, regular religious worship with Sab- | 


bath schools is observed, and ‘generally 
preaching by ministers of different de- 
nominations is enjoyed each’ ‘Sabbath. 
In four places are Congregational church- 
es, in two, Presbyterian, in five, Metho- 
dist, in two, Baptist, ‘in one, United 
Brethren ; while in numerous school 
districts ei is also common for the peo- 
ple to assemble in their school. houses 
and observe public worship with preach- | 
ing and Sunday-school.’ 
It is well to notice that while morals | 
are essential to every possible interest of 
mankind, there is no teaching of morals 
in any country-except as connected with 
divine worship, or as derived from reli- 
gious teaching. Skeptics and rejecters 
of religion never meet to present and 
teach moral truth; and what in their 
families they. may anal as morality is 
borrowed from the religion of others, or 
handed down asa tradition from reli-'| 
gion. But in allof our Sunday-schools, 
prayer-meetings, Teligious conferences, | 
and in public diyine worship with preach- 
ing, are taught constantly the reasona- 
blenesss, duty and necessity’ of purest | 
morality, righteousness before God and | 
towards men ; justice, benevolence, puri- | 
ty everywhere ; truth, patience, perse- | 
verance, kindliness,-manliness, self-con- | 
trol, and eagnest effort for all good, in | 
view of eternal realities and responsibili- | 
ty to God. The whole tendency of this | 
on those who choose it all is ‘and must | 
ever be enobling.

EDUCATIONAL. 


Cuicaco Universiry.—We are told 
by a correspondent of the Hxaminer 
that Dr. Burroughs, the President of 
the Chicago University, has been kept 
in an eagle’s-nest well stirred. The re- 
signation of certain parties from the 
Board of the University has now left 
him free from inside persecutions. The 
prospects are favorable for paying the 
debts, as the outlook for prosperity in 
other directions has always been bright. 
The Doctor has done a work not yet 
fully understood or appreciated. He 
has toiled under difficulties of'a peculiarly 
trying nature; has never had a decent 
salary ; has not been to Europe or had 
a vacation ; has kept the Institution ad- 
_ vancing; gathered a noble faculty ; 
never suffered a students’ rebellion ; 
maintained the integrity and serenity of 
@ christian gentleman; and shown the 
most perfect loyalty to the University 
and the denomination. He and Mr. 
Jacobs have engineered a land scheme, 
which yields the University a clear profit 
of fifty thousand dollars ; and this, it is 
hoped, will so stimulate liberality, that 
the whole debt of one hundred and 
thirty thousand will be paid, and all 
made secure and lovely.” 

American History In Forrien 
VERSITIES.—Besides the popular lectures 
of Laboulaye at the Sorbonne, the cata- 
logue of lectures at the University of 
France for 1873 contains no fewer than 
four announcements from other Profes- 
sors, who propose to instruct the rising 
generation of their country on Ameri- 
can subjects. The same is true of the 
lyceums, where a decree, signed by 


dent Thiers on the 12th of August, 1872, 
has made tuition in the history of the 
United States obligatory. In Germany, 
among the numerous Universities, there 
is now not one without a so-called 
American Professorship, that is to say, 
without a chair on American History 
and Politics. Most of the larger Ger- 
man Universities have three or four Pro- 
fessors and tutors lecturing on these sub- 
jects. Among the first appointments to 
Professorships in the new German Uni- 
versity at Strasburg is that of Dr. Carl 
von Holst, long a resident of New York, 
who, in his commission, was instructed 
to “lecture on the history, the constitu- 
tion and literature of the United States.” 
And among the usual prize questions 
proposed in 1873 by the philosopical 
faculties of the German Universities, 
ther@are no fewer than nine bearing on 
the history and the political and financial 
condition of ourcountry. Among the top- 
ics for lectures in the University of Vien- 
na is * the history of the United States, 
with especial regard to the lives and 
character of leading American states- 
men since the Revolution.”” The Univer- 
sity of Pesth a few months ago offered 
a prize of one thousand florins for the 
best essay “‘ On the Rapid Development 
of the United States, and its causes.’ 
The subject is no longer contraband in 
Russia. Athens has a Professor of Eng- 
lish and American history, and there 
are lectures on American history by 
Italian Professors at Padua, Bologna, 
Rome and Naples.—Appleton’s Journal. 

SummMary.——Mrs. Mark Rosseter, of 
Great Barrington, has given $1,000 to 
Williams College, to found a memorial 
scholarship to be known as the George 
H. Rosseter Scholarship—the interest to 
be applied toward paying the tuition of 
a student who has the ministry in view. 
The Jubilee Singers have already 
raised $20,000 toward paying for the 
new Jubilee Hall, which is now being 
erected in connection with Fisk Univer- 
sity. They have little doubt of raising 
the $50,000 additional necessary to com- 
plete the edifice——The female mem. 
bers of the Congregational churches of 
Iowa propose to raise an endowment of 
$20,000 for the female department of 
Iowa College by contributing each one 
cent a day for the next year. Mr. John 
H. Smaltz, of Philadelphia, has given 
$5,000 to the Theological Seminary of 
the Reformed (German) Church, to be 
appropriated to the support of students 
preparing for the ministry.——tThe late 
Benjamin D. Emerson, of West Rox- 
bury, bequeathed one-half of the income 
arising from the sale of his property, 
$233,000, to establish and maintain a 
high school in his native town of Ham- 
stead, N. H. Miss Susan Willis, of 
Charlestown, Mass., has given $10,000 
to Carleton College, Minnesota. Miss 
Willis is the confidential clerk of Mr. 
Carleton, for whom the College is named 
and who gave to it $50,000. 

Various.—Trinity College, Hartford, 
seems to be fortunate. It made a good 
thing, $600,000 by the sale of its old 
site, and now Mr. Chester Adams will 
leave it $60,000.—Indiana, ten years

He has a fair mastery of the art of 
Rhetoric—especially the sophistical side 
of it. Witness the following - passage : 
** Man and beast, alike, have an eye to 
see, an ear to hear, a nose to smell, a 
brain to think, lungs to breath,” etc, 
Of course he has—all but “ the brain to 
think.” In regard to that, there is a dif- 
ference of opinion, with a considerable 
preponderance of testimony in opposi- 


tion to Dr. Buchner’s statement, which | 


was shrewdly sandwiched in between 
statements that nobody would care to 
controvert. The same sophistical tact 


seemed to me to be manifested in the | 


speaker’s frequent implication of infer- 


ences which he did not explicitly draw 


—and for which he could not, of course, 
be held responsible---but which he adroit- 
ly managed to have his hearers draw 
with tolerable certainty. For instance: 
exhibiting pictures of the foetus of a 
man and the foetus of a dog, “You see,” 
said the lecturer, “ that there is no dif- 
ference whatever.’”’ There was no dif- 
ference, whatever, between the pictures ; 
and is, probably no perceptible differ- 
ence between the objects represented.

The proposed “reconnoisance in force” 


among the Modocs was heard from after 
our paragraph in last week’s paper was 
in the hands of the printer. It was 
made. ‘It fell into an ambush and was 
turned into a route and a disaster, in 
which twenty of our officer and soldiers 
were killed, and as many more wounded. 
The “ guides” seem to have been at 
fault. They were treacherous, or not 
well informed. The party was sudden- 
ly fired upon, from two sides, when they 
supposed the Indians were a long way 
off.. The Modocs have no doubt taken 
their position as skillfully as did the fa- 
mous Greeks at the celebrated pass of 
Thermopyle. They are shrewd, cun- 
ning and well armed, and not in want 
of provisions. They are hardy, temper- 
ate, watchful, and well informed through 
runners and spies. It is probable that 
they have spy-glasses,and are able to 
observe the movements and numbers of 
our troops from certain rocky hights 
that are not far from their best strong- 
hold. Certainly, their defense is ‘‘ the 
munitions of rocks,” and they will be 
dislodged only at a fearful cost. It 
may be right that in the circumstaices 
they should be sought in their haunts 
and driven to death, but there must be 
more than ten men to one before it can 
be accomplished, and we must not won- 
der if there-are more worse disas- 
ters before the end of the wretched cam- 
paign. | 

We have heard the “ Narrow Guage 
Railway ” talked of for years. We 
have never seen one. 
ground has been broken for one, and it 
is actually in process of construction. 
The inauguration of it took place a week 
ago at Benicia with a good deal of eclat. 
The corporation which has commenced 
this enterprise is known as “ the Cali- 
fornia Central Narrow Railroad Com- 
pany, and was incorporated in San Fran- 
cisco, October 7th, 1872. The capital 
stock of the company is $700,000,000, 
of which amount $650,000 has been 
taken by stockholders. The President 
of the company is the Hon. ex-United 
States Senator, C. Cole. We learn from 
the papers that “‘ the main trunk of the 
road will run from Benicia to Red Bluff, 
a distance of 158 miles. The route will 
extend from Benicia along the east side 
of the range of hills north of the town, 
and crossing the Vallejo and Sacramen- 
to road, near Bridgeport, will skirt the 
foothills through Solano and Yolo coun- 
ties. It will pass through the towns of 
Vaca, Woodland, Cacheville, Donnigans, 
Colusa, Jacinto, Farmington and Teha- 
ma to Red Bluff. Branches are project- 
ed from Woodland to Cache Creek Can- 
yon, 18 miles, from Jacinto to Chico, 13 
miles, and from some point by way of 
Marysville to Nevada, 57 miles.” 


In connection with the well-known 


fact, that 75 per cent. of all our crimi- 
nals were born in foreign lands or were 
born soon after the coming hither of 
their parents, and that most of the 
“ignorance” of the country is found 
among the same class of people, most 
significant are the statements of Dr. 
Wilkins, in a paper read at the recent 
meeting of the State Medical Society at 
Sacramento, concerning the insane in 
California. He states that, while the pop- 
ulation of the State has increased only 
at the rate of about four per cent. per 
year, the last ten years, the insane have 
increased at the rate of nine per cent. 
The highest point reached in any one year 
was 562,in 1870. The remarkable fea- 
ture connected with this number is, the 
fact that while two-fifths of the popula- 
tion are of foreign birth, two-thirds of 
the insane are furnished by them. The 
native population furnished from their 
number for that year, 1 in 2,090; while 
the foreign population furuished 1 in 552. 
The.paper of Dr. Wilkins further states 
“ that loss of power of will is one of the 
earliest and most characteristic symp- 
toms of mental derangement, ‘and we 
know well now that the loss is the direct 
effect of physical disease ;”? which in 


time may be brought on hy any of the | 


irregularities, excesses, excitements or 
dissipations of life; and beyond all oth- 
ers, he thinks the excessive use of pois- 
onous alcoholic compounds the most } 
prolific cause of insanity. We may add 
that a well informed physician has. late- 
ly said that ‘ masturbation’ is the cause 
of one-tenth of all the peony, here and 
elsewhere.

sending into Khiva for its subjugation. 

The road is a’ bad one to: travel, over 
sand-deserts beyond the Caspian sea. 
Vambery says: *‘ For three days the line 
of march must be traversed in a coun- 
try where nota single well, not a drop 
of water can be found to drink; where 
the heat in Summer and cold in Winter 
are alike insupportable, and even then 
a vast stretch of hostile desert remains 
to be encountered before the villages of 
Khiva can be reached.” Yet he thinks 
that the Russians, starting in the early 
Spring, will be able to overcome all dif- 
ficulties and land a sufficient force in 
the Khivan settlements. by midsummer 
to conquer and hold the country from 


the Aral and Caspian down to the front- 


ier of Cabul and Afghanistan. Six 
thousand camels are to carry water and 
provisions across the desert; and the 
advanced force is limited to small num- 
bers. 


We have been favored with a pam-| | 
phlet containing the sermon preached by | — 
our classmate, the Rev. S. W. Eaton, of 


Lancaster, Wis., to whose church sixty- 
seven members have just been added, at 
the ordination of his son, the Rev. J. D- 
Eaton, now pastor of the First Congre- 
gational church, of Portland, Oregon. 
The sermon is a brief one, for such an 
occasion, very pertinent, and spiritual, 
and tender, The relations of the preach- 
er, the candidate, and the audience made 
the occasion one of rare interest. We 
quote two of the concl uding paragraphs 
of the discourse. ‘‘When at the mouth 
of the Willamette you behold those 


‘snowy heights, gleaming like the celes- 


tial city as Bunyan’s pilgrim saw it, do 
not forget to look to him ‘ who by his 
strength setteth fast the mountains, be- 
ing girded with power, and to pray 
that the same mighty One may gird you 
with strength, and ‘ establish the work 
of your hands.’ ‘And he charged Solo- 
mon his son, saying, I go the way of all 
the earth: be thou strong therefore, 
and show thyself a man.’ God has 
been with me, and he will be with you. 
You will find the evidences of the di- 
vinity of the Gospel continually multi- 
plying, as it is tested in preaching and 
living. It is a good Gospel by which to 
live; and I am persuaded that having 
preached it, and lived by it, it will be 
good to die in the faith of it.” 


Education Abroad. 

We have seen within a few months, 
much to our gratification, various arti- 
cles in the nature of a protest against 
the sending of American youth to Eu- 
ope to beeducated. We have specially in 
mind an article, which we heartily en- 
dorse from the Hon. B. G. Northrop, Sec, 
of the Board of Education of Connec- 
ticut, published not very long ago in 
the Christian Union, of New York. For 
advanced scholars, pursuing the study 
of some sciences as their specialties, 
and for those who wish to perfect them- 
selves in the speaking of the modern 
tongues, the schools of Europe furnish 
facilities which do not exist on this con- 
tinent. But for such disciplinary educa- 
tion as our colleges can give, such pro- 
fessional training as our universities can 
impart, and for accomplishments which 
the average man of learning is in our 
country supposed to have acquired, there 
is no necessity, nor any other sufficient 
reason for going abroad. There is not 
a particle of evidence that any foreign 
institutions of learning are, on the whole, | 
superior to our own, except in a few 
branches of scientific research. Therefore 
nothing is gained on the whole, intellect_ 
ually, by the sending of our lads and 
young men to European schools. A little 
is gained, mayhap, in the line of esthet- 
ics and the cultivation of the taste ; but 
the power of art is so often abused. and 
made ar instrument of corruption that 
the gain is more than offset by it, 
Then, youth sent abroad suffer. ‘They 


“suffer, if not from real homesickness, 


from loss of family influence, and home | 
feeling, and domestic attachments, and | 
the nameless. charms. of Americar 
ciality.. ‘They suffer from ‘the. loss. of 
patriotism. It is more than many, older 
men can do to resist the despotic tenden-

The reference is, I think, not only to 
those whose hope and courage are low, 
whose fortunes are waning, whose cir- 
cumstances are oppressive, and with 
whom earthly help fails, but to those 
also whose spiritual life is faint and fad- 
ing, with whom there is only the feeble 
beginning or the declining remnant of 
such life. This feeble life the Saviour 
does not extinguish. It seems just fit for 
rejection. It is not flame; it is scarcely 
alive; it only smokes. But it is just 
what Jesus watches with most assiduous 
care; what he most carefully cherishes, 
replenishing it. with the oil of his truth 
and grace, and nursing it into ining 
light and living flame.

To our mind the 
Dr. seemed, without intending to do so, 
to convey an impression unfavorable to 
the present policy of the Government 
concerning this matter; and the ideas 
advanced respecting the rights of the 
Indians were lacking in discrimination 
and not properly qualified: so that 
there appeared to be an inconsistency 
between what was said in the first part 
of the discourse respecting the worth- 
lessness of the Indian race, and what 
was said in the latter part, in which he 
conceded the admirable success of some 
efforts to educate and christianize some 
tribes. Indeed, we came away as much 
troubled as ever to know “how to do 
it ” better than the present Indian com- 
mission is trying at this very moment. 
An ecclesiastical council met at Anti- 
och, April 16th, to consult in reference 
to the installation of Rev. T. Beaizley. 
It was organized with Rev D. B. Gray 
as Moderator, and Rev. A. Williams, 
Scribe. The following churches were 
represented: First Cong’! Church, by 


delegate; Rio Vista, Benicia, Norton- 


ville, and Second, Oakland, by pastors. 
The examination of the candidate was 
eminently satisfactory, and it was ex- 
pected that the installation would take 
place in the evening of that day. But 
in the adjustment of the relations of the 
candidate between the ecclesiastical 
bodies with which he was formerly con- 
nected and that with which he proposed 
to unite, certain papers were placed in 
the hands of the council requiring that 
certain other papers be obtained before 
proceeding to the installation. The 
Council adjourned to meet at the call 
of the Moderator. 

Pursuant to adjournment the Council 
met at Antioch on Tuesday, April 29th, 
at 3 o’clock, v.m., and after due consid- 
eration of the former relations of Rev. 
T. Beaizley to other ecclesiastical bodies, 
and his experience in the work of the 
ministry, voted to install him ‘as pastor 
of the Cong’! Church at Antioch. The 
installation exercises took place in the 
evening, and were well attended by the 
people of the place. The following was 
the assignment of parts: Introductory 
exercises, Rev. A. Williams; sermon, 
Rev. J. H. Warren; installing prayer, 
Rev. A. F’. Hitchcock; right hand of 
fellowship, Rev. A. Williams; charge 
to pastor, Rev. W. L. Jones; charge to 
people, Rev. D. B. Gray; Benediction, 
by the pastor. It is gratifying to ob- 
serve the warm sympathy and hearty 
approval which Bro. Beaizley has se- 
cured by his labors during the few 
months he has been with this church,

‘There was no 
bedstead, but simply a mattress; no 
table, but only a camp-stool; and the 
tool chest with which they were supplied 
was a broad hint that they must help 
themselves. £40 was given to each 
missionary to buy books for a library ; 
£5 to buy shoes and little knicknacker- 
ies. There was, however, no murmur- 
ing among them. On arriving at Cape 
Town they were told what their salaries 
and allowances were to be, and he would 
mention them as a curiosity. The sala- 
ry of a missionary, who was a single 
man, was 18/,7s. per annum, while a 
missionary who had a wife received for 
her 5/, 5s. extra. For the building of a 
house the allowance 6/. 3s.and for the 
purehase of cattle and sheep, on which 
one had to depend, another small sum, 
while they all started with one year’s 
salary in advance. These scanty allow- 
ances originated, not with the directors 
of the London Missionary Society at 
home, but with Dr. Vanderkemp and 
two or three Dutch directors at the 
Cape: the doctor himself being a man 
who did not mind going about whihout 
a hat and shoes. (Laughter.) He (Dr. 
Moffat) was asked how the missionaries 
at that time managed to make ends 
meet. He must say for himself that a 
distance of two or three hundred miles 
up the interior, he “ knew how to suffer 
want,” and “rarely abounded,” but he 
never breathed a murmur, and never felt 
one. (Cheers.)
